No lask of most excel- 
lent foel here at theminimam prices 
and those who are able to buy any- 
thing may buy coal and keep com- 
fortable. No lack of work lor the coal 
miner who chooses to work and no 
lack of business for the coal opera- 
tor. In fact so great and steady 
has been the demand for steam 
coal for manufactories and rail- 
roads and so coBfltant the call 
for domestic coal, consequent 
upon the sustained severe weather, 
that the mines and miners have 
been overv/orked and many a coal 
operator and coal miner has almost 
prayed for a few weeks of spring 
weather to be injected into the 
midst of the snowbound landscapes 
and iceboaad waterways, that their 
own strained condition as well as 
the chilly sensations of those len 
fortunate but more clamerotn ones 
who do not live on a coal founda- 
tion might be alleviated.

Justice. Rightly understood. It, how- 
ever, baa no injastica 

1. This parnhlo contains a Icmsou (or 
workers. Theetury is noique. A boose- 
holder employs laborers at different 
hours of the day, and when tho day's 
work ia dune he pays all thn same 
wages. Tho first comers complain, hut 
hu silences them by tolling tluni that 
he has paid them all that hu promised 
to pay them hnd that ho bad a right to 
do what be pleased with Iiih nwu. Witb- 
ont going into details the point of Ihe 
parable lies iu this fact, tlui flrf<t labor- 
ers had been hired for pny, thpy hart 
made a contract to work eo loiij; u time 
for so much wngiv. iiiul Wwy received 
thpfo wages. Tho latir In borers were 
told to go to work, and what was right 
thoy would bo paid. Thoy did so, trust- 
ing to tbo generosity of tbe hoaseholder, 
and tbi'y were not disappointed. The 
occasion of tho parablo proviti this in- 
terpretation o( it to be correct. It was 
spoken in answer to Peter's question, 
"What shall \vo have?" for having left 
all to follow Christ. He tellH iht m that 
they shall be amply repaid, bat at the 
saiuu time warns them against working 
only for hire. There aro two clasaea of 
Christian workers, those who labor for 
reward and thoNo who labor for love to 
tho Master, willing to Iruvo tho ques- 
tion of reward entirt;ly in His hands. It 
iH evicU'Mt to all that the latter will re- 
coivu tlio better reward. To men thoy 
may not Kceni to do as nincU as those 
who work for wuMes, but G(jd judges 
not so niiich by tho apparent niiiount of 
work (lone iia by thu niotivo buck of it. 
With Uod at least thu tiiotivo determines 
tho roward. Kvery laborer will be re- 
worded for work done, but he is most 
and best rewarded who witbunt thought 
of reward uuse]fli<hly givea his life to 
Christ out of gratitude aud love to 
Christ for His love and sacrifice. 

2. This parable contains a leason for 
idlers. No premium is placed upon idle- 
nets in this parable. Tbe idle went to 
work aa soon as tbeyliad tba opportunity 
to do so. There is no intimtftloa here 
that we may pnt off till lata in Ufa serv- 
ice for Christ and then ba rewarded as 
fully as tboaawho aoMaarata themseWes 
to Christ at aa early age. Tbe periods 
at which tka jUCasant laborers were 
hired can bafa BOlhing at all to do with 
tbe different periods in a man's lifa. 
Opportunity is the only time factor to be 
considered.

The little 
touch of independence given by an 
ability to pay one's board must be 
dear to their hearts, as indepen- 
dence is dear to the hearts of even 
those who are full to the brim of 
grathude.
